Flames still leaped from the 
tanker, owned by the Transit 
Tankers and Terminal Ltd., Mon- 
treal, despite efforts of Detroit 
firemen and coastguardsmen to 
quell them. They thought it would 
be late afterneen before all the 
gasoline is burned. 

Police Inspector Jack Harville 
said the cause of the explosions was 
not known.

It was my privilege to oppose as 
vigorously as I could the centraliza- 
tion of power in Canada under the 
recommendations of the Sirois re- 
port. Had these men adopted the 
sovereign rights of the people over 
their own affairs would have been 
greatly reduced and centralized fin- 
ancial power greatly increased, 

Recently 2 more sinister scheme 
has been put forward in the Brit- 
ish Empire and in the U.S.A, 
which is an extremely subtle idea 
and many well-meaning people 
are misled into supporting it. 

Briefly the suggestion is that the 
British Empire and the U.S.A, 
should unite in a federal union and 
later other democratic countries 
should be invited to join. The avow- 
ed purpose of the scheme is to create 
such a powerful union of demo- 
cracies that no combination of na 
tions would dare to start another 
war, 

The definite proposals for this 
union of democracies involve: 

1—The establishment of an in- 
ternationa) authority, 

2-The contro] by this authority 
of (a) the armed forces, (b) finance 
and (c) the rights of citizenship. 

B3—The surrender of sovereignty 
over. these. by the countries in the 
union, 


By its control over finance it 
would control all economic activity 
and it could manipulate the money 
system to impose any condition it 
wished on the people. Moreover, it 
would have the armed forces to 
compel obedience to its will, 

For example, suppose that the 
people of Canada desired a reform 
of the monetary system because of 
intolerable economic conditions. 
Today they have the constitution- 
al right te have the system re- 
fermed. But under the propesed 
union it would be ulira vires of 
the Canadian parliament to change 
the monetary system, because the 
central international executive 
alone would have the constitu- 
tonal authority. 

Suppose the people of Canada, 
under stress of the harsh conditions 
imposed upon them by the central 
executive of the union, protested 
vigorously, The central authority 
would then have all the armed 
forces to keep them in subjection 
and the people would be democrat 
ically helpless. 

Moreover, contro! over the rights 
of eitizenship would ive the cen- 
tral authority absolute power over 
the individual, Hence democratic 
liberty would be destroyed.

Russians On Offensive 


On Thursday night, the Germans 
reported air raids on Berlin. 


Bewildered, the British Air Minis- | 


try explained that no R.A.F. planes had 
been over Berlin that night. 

The only explanation was that it 
was Russian planes that had dropped 
bombs over the German capital. 

There were two interesting conclu- 
sions to be drawn: 

The first was that Russia is hold- 
ing out a new threat to Hitler in thus 
taking the offensive in the actual terri- 
tory of the sacred Reich. 

The second was that the Germans 
had been caught neatly in their own 
web of lies. For although they had 
claimed to have brought down several 
of the attacking planes, they did not 
know that those planes were Russian. 


Not A Scholastic Job

versity of Alberta leaves a vacant place 
in the educational life of this province 
that will be exceedingly difficult to fill. 

Dr. Robert Newton, it is announced, 
will act as president temporarily. A 
permanent appointment will not be 
made until a survey is completed of, the 
needs and functions of the University in 


relation to the changing state of 
society.

permanent president should be chosen 
is that the presidency of a great uni- 
parety is not necessarily a scholastic 
job. 
There has been a tradition—perhaps 
even a superstition—that a university 
president should be a great academic 
figure, a great scholar, a great teacher. 
ore universities have been ruined and 
more great scholars wasted by this spe- 
cious notion than by anything else. 
That is because, in this quaint age, 
particularly, the essential functions 
and qualities of an effective university 
resident are so utterly different from 
the functions and qualities of an effec- 


tive university professor that to find | 


the makings of the two in one body and 
one mind is a miracle. 
The first duty of the professor is to 


teach. The first duty of the president | 


is to inspire. 


The second duty of the professor is | 


to reveal to youns people how they can 
take a useful place in society. The sec- 
ond duty of the president is to reveal to 
society how they may make a useful 
place for young people. 

The professor deals primarily with 
students, The president deals primar- 
ily with the public.

The Modern Pirates 


A point not to be forgotten is that 
Axis sinkings of merchant ships are, 
with few exceptions, accomplished by 
methods which are condemned by in- 
ternational law written and unwritten. 

Convention and established practice 
require that a warship shall not sink 
a merchant ‘vessel. without either tak- 
ing off the crew or escorting the crew 
in the ship's boats to within reasonable 
rowing distance of land. This rule, de- 
veloped with the sanction of ‘all na- 
tions, Germany and Italy included, and 
actually observed by British-Allied 
warships, is disregarded by Axis com- 
manders with a few honorable excep- 
tions. In nine cases out of ten these 
open fire or launch torpedoes the mo- 
ment they get within range of a mer- 
chantman, caring nothing for the fate 
of the seamen and passengers if any. 

The excuse offered is that since 
merchant ships carry guns it would be 
dangerous for a warship to try to obey 
the humane rule. But merchant ships 
are only gunned now because it was 
found they were being sunk without 
warning while they were still unarmed. 
Scores of them were sent to the bottom 
in the early months of the war without 
a gun on board. The arming of mer- 
chant ships was only undertaken as 2 
means of giving the crews some means 
to rien themselves against unwarned 
and illegal attack. . 

This species of “warfare” is nothing 
better than piracy. Whatever the pur- 
pose, the necessary result is the whole- 
sale murder of merchant seamen. It 
ranks with the machine-gunning of civi- 
lians along highways in _ northern 
France and on streets and beaches in 
England. 

The difference is that the pirates 
used to kill knowing they would be 
hanged anyway if caught. Their mod- 
ern imitators kill knowing that if they 
are caught they wil) be treated as hon- 
orable prisoners of war. Perhaps sea 
“frichtfulness” would diminish if the 
older Jaw were revived.

Nazi Germans Can’t Take It 


Germans Lack Moral.Force That “ 


Enables Fighters to Take 
Punishment 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Just as everybody predicted it would, 
the first touch of adversity is bringing out 
the inherent weakness in the Nazi char- 
acter and indicating the manner in which 
the Third Reich is going to lose the war. 

The way in which Berliners reacted 
and are reacting to the bombardment of 
their city is well known now. Well- 
authenticated stories have 
leaked out of Germany 
about the panic and the 
terror that have accom- 
panied every attack on 
the capital. 

Where the people of 
London met the air blitz 
with steady nonchalance 
and only lost their im- 
perturbable good humor 
when they were literally 
epee OS ane 
shell-shock, as in p- 
tember, 1940, the people Harold L. Weir 
of Berlin have been incoherent with fear. 

And then, Dorothy Thompson, now in 
England, writes in The Bulletin of the 
weak arrogance of the Luftwaffe. 

Hitler's fighting pilots, she finds, are 
timid, hysterical and fearful in the air. But 
when they are captured, they are boastful 
and insufferable. 

Danger deteriorates their natures. 
They only indulge in the characteristic 
Prussian swagger when they know they 
are permanently out of the hazards of war. 


Nazi Cowardice 


The Russian campaign has revealed 
further Nazi weaknesses. 

Correspondents for the German news- 
papers with the armies in Russia continue 
to whine about the “savage” manner in 
which the Russians fight. 

They complain fretfully about the 
shortage of water for drinking, shaving 
and washing. 

They are peevish about the destruction 
of whole cities by the retreating Russians 
who have left next to nothing for’ the ve 
slowly advancing invaders to eat, drin 
or inhabit. 

The entire German reaction to the 
Russian invasion has been weak, plaintive 
and anxious. 

American consuls just arrived in the 
United States from Germany reported that 
the hospitals there are filled with wound- 
ed from the Russian front. 

Hungarian and Slovakian broadcasts 
have revealed the presence in both coun- 
tries of so many German soldiers wounded 
in Russia that native civilians cannot be 
cared for in the hospitals. Many of the 
German wounded have been billetted in

Signs of Fear 


The most significant indication of 
national trepidation, however, is seen in 
the lying reports issued by the German 
propaganda ministry.

Three obvious conclusions are to be 
drawn from the fantastic nature of these 
spurious reports: 

1, That the propagandists themselves 
are so badly rattled that they cannot. con- 
coct a credible story. 

2. That the German high command 
itself is afraid to face the facts and tries 
to ease its fears by contemplation of these 
fairy tales. ‘ 

3. That the Hitler clique knows that 
the German populace will be stampeded 
into heaven-knows-what if true reports 
are issued. 

_ Thus, the German people are nourished 
thinly on a diet of grotesque fancy that 
they themselves must recognize as false 
and fictitious. 

Conditions within Germany, then, 
could not be more unwholesome. 

A nation may live a long time on 
ersatz food. It cannot exist many months 
on ersatz ideas and ersatz principles. 


Deterioration 


It would be wrong to say that the de- 
fects of character brought out by advers- 
ity among the Germans are inherent in 
the German blood. 

The German people have given indica- 
tion on many occasions, as history will 
show, of rare courage, determination and 
indomitability. 

No nation could have shown more dog- 
ged pluck than the Germans when they 
were resisting the bloody importunities 
of Napoleon Bonaparte. 

Ill-prepared, in many cases, ill-armed, 
the German peasants took the field and 
died uncomplainingly by the thousands to 
preserve the freedom of their country. 

German women voluntarily gave up 
their jewelry .and even their wedding 
Hn to pay for the defence of the Father- 
lan 


There was no fear, no hysteria, no 
petulance. i 

It is obvious that these people have

too, this deterioration has been due, first, 
to the insane imperialism of Kaiser Wil- 
helm and, secondly, to the equally insane 
superman buncombe of Adolf Hitler.

Thus, if Naziism is a destructive force 
when it is turned against foreign nations, 
it is also a destructive force when it is 
turned inward against the German people 
themselves.

Professor Cammaerts, poet and his- 
torian, loves England, where he has lived 
for many years, only a little less than his 
own country. It has been the joy of his 
life to interpret the two peoples to each 
other, and right well has he done his 
work, 

For such a man it must have been a 
martyrdom to hear the denunciations of 
his sovereign whom he had known since 
boyhood and greatly revered. Had he 
really played the traitor, as Paul Reynaud 
bitterly declared when the Belgium army 
laid down its arms? Had he deliberately 
kept his British and French allies in 
ignorance of his plans? Had he ruined our 
military prospects bya needless and 
shameful surrender? 

Professor Cammaerts could not be- 
lieve that a high-minded and patriotic 
ruler could have undergone such a sudden 
and catastrophic change, and he set him- 
self the task of discovering the truth. The 
results of his investigation are given in 
this eloquent, sincere, and convincing 
book, and it is improbable that the work 
will have to be done again. 

May Be Proud 


Sir Roger Keyes leads off with a strik- 
ing prefece, which derives weight from 


the fact that he was at the King’s head-: 


quarters throughout the brief campaign. 
Here is his verdict: “The Belgians may 
well be proud of their King, for he has 
proved himself to be a gallant, soldier, a 
loyal ally, and a true son of his splendid 
parents”, Leopold's brief and dignified 
apologia is contained in his letter to the 
Pope and President Roosevelt printed in 
the appendix. 

Readers will turn to this authoritative 
book in the hope of finding an answer to 
four vital questions: Was the surrender 
inevitable? Yes. Further resistance 
would have involved wholesale and use- 
less massacre. Did the King inform ,his 
Allies that he would have to yield? Yes. 
He gave several warnings, though the 
fina] messages, owing to a breakdown of 
communications were not received. Was 
the collapse of his army its own fault? No. 
He had acted throughout under the orders 
of the Allied Command, and the real cause 
of the collapse was the breach of the 
French lines at Sedan. 

Was he right in rejecting the advice of 
his Ministers to leave the country and 
carry on the struggle abroad? To this 
question the author gives no categorical 
reply, but presents the arguments on both 
sides. Leopold had promised to remain 


his word. Whatever we may think of the 
wisdom of his decision his honor is intact, 
and his lofty motives are recognized by 
his countrymen. 

Fifth Column 

The dramatic narrative of Robert 
Goffin, a Belgian’ barrister and journalist, 
usefully supplements that of Professor 
Cammaerts in two directions. 

First, it describes the Fifth Column 
activities pursued by Abetz, Degrelle, 
Henri de Man, and other malefactors who 
undermined the national resistance in ad- 
vance, Secondly, it traces the story of the 
actual combat day by day from May 10 
to May 28, when the Army surrendered 
unconditionally. 

The author had disapproved the King’s 
policy of meticulous neutrality, which 
played straight into Hitler's cunning 
hands. But when the blow fell he and his 
people put up a gallant fight till the Bel- 
gian High Command declared that not a 
single unit could go on fighting for ane 
other day. : 

Thus to the question asked in the title 
of this poignant little book, was Leopold a 
trditor, the answer is: Certainly not.

A bridge of 60 feet span can now be 
built by 12 men in six hours as a result 
of the application in a novel design of 
standardized bridge units by British con- 
structiona] engineers. 

The basis of the construction consists 
of five standardized stee] parts—a stand- 
ard girder, a circular bobbin or drum to 
which al] cross girders can be fixed, a U-

| feet wide. 


In spite of the fact that spans 150 feet 
long can be bitlt for heavy loads, all these 
parts are comparatively light. The com- 
ponents have been designed without pro- 
jections and large numbers can thus be 
Stacked and packed in small warehouse 


| or ship space. 


The aim has been to provide a series 
of simple standard components all inter- 
changeable, from which every type of 
bridge can be built. In war, when bridges 
may have to be replaced with all speed 
the advantages of such equipment are 
evident,

Nazi Air Fighters Are Arrogant Lot 


Very Brave When They Outnum- * 
ber Our British Pilots by 
Ten to Five

LONDON — (By Wireless). — Without 
exception the R.A.F. fighters with whom 
I have talked claim complete superiority 
in the air “as far as our fuel will take us.” 
They do not claim it merely man for man 
and plane for plane, but as a fighting 
force, They acknowledge a radical numer- 
ical superiority of Nazis. 
When I asked, “Before 
the Russian cam ign?” 
they anawered, Not 
altogether. But in the 
first two weeks of the 
Russian campaign there 
was nothing but rubbish 
in the air, We have pulled 
a -lot of first-rate Nazi 
pilots back from the 
eastern front.” ' 

The Nazi numerical 
superiority does not bother 
however, They re-

jority accomplished wonders. They say, 
“The original enemy tactic is no good, Too 
many planes are as bad as too few. When 
the air is black with them it is like flying 
into a flight of wild geese. Maybe you 
came down, but you also had a chance of 
bringing down five or even ten of them. 
They got in each other's way. They even 
had to paint the noses of their planes yel- 
low to distinguish their own.” 


They say contemptuously: “The Nazis 
are a brave lot when they outnumber us 
ten to five; but they won't come in even 
with tactical advantages even when fight- 
ing over their own soil where they could 
bail out in relative safety unless they are 
numerically superior, ere are occa- 
sional exceptions, of course, but that holds 
as a generality.” 

The R.A.F. men have great strategical 
disadvantages in daylight bombing over 
Germany. Except from great heights made 
increasingly effective by the new Ameri- 
can bombers capable of carrying heavy 
bomb loads it is out of the question be- 
cause no fighters can fuel themselves to 
Cormany and back. But within an area 
which they can cover they fear no Nazi 
planes, or fleets of them. 

They declare they are pushing the air 
battle front further and further into 
France. They also are convinced of the 
superiority of their fighting planes in 
speed and height. But above all they are 
convinced of their superiority in person- 
ne], initiative, teamwork and sheer guts. 

“If the Nazis could add to their opera- 
tional tactics half of the British guts they 
would be invincible,” one airman gaid. 

The R.A.F.'s attitude toward the Nazis 
is that of members of the free corps to- 
ward a mass of men. 


More Like Sailor 


Personally, I am inclined to think that 
the British airman is nearer the sailor than 
the soldier, whereas the Nazi airman is 
nearer the soldier then the sailor, The 
Nazi airman is a man in boots; the British 
airman is not, Like the sailor he counts

School Is Fun In Alberta, Where 
Children Build Their ‘“Textbooks”’ 


Commanding widespread interest among educationalists in Canada. 


and the United States, the Alberta school system has broken away from | 
limiting examinations and providing | 


traditional forms of instruction, by 
“enterprise” work for the children, 


as a means of study. The teaching 


technique was established by Alberta's ingenious Premier and Minister 
SS 


of Education, William Aberhart. 

A one time school teacher and 
principal before he entered politics, 
Premier Aberhart has encouraged 
Alberta teachers going to the U.S.A. 
and throughout Canada studying 
every educational system in oper- 
ation there. The result was the 
introduction into the schools of 
this Canadian province of new 
curricula and new teaching tech- 
niques, including activity proce- 
dures and objectives. 

All formal examinations have 
been eliminated except two—at the 
end of the intermediate school 
and high school terms.—~— which 
consist of a general check-up de 
termining the student's fitness for 
future work. 

Textbooks, too, have lost much 
of their oldtime importance. Em- 
phasis is placed on “enterprise.” 
This is how it works. 


ENTERPRISE 

A schogl teacher asks. her class: 
“Well, children, what would you 
like to play today?” “Let's play 
choo-choo trains" is the enthusiastic 
answer, 

So the teacher starts off: “John- 
ny, what pulls a train?” 

Johnny: “An engine, teacher.” 

Teacher: “All right, Johnny, now 
you and Henry and Albert and 
Joseph get some boxes and build an 
engine.” 

Teacher: “Fred, what does the en- 
gine pull?”

Fred: “Oh, it pulls freight cars 
and sleeping cars and mail cars.”

Pastor Al! Welcome 
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British Heroes 
Of Libya Drive 
Receive Awards 


LONDON, Aug. 9. — (CP) — 
Heroism of British soldiers dur- 
ing Britain's victorious drive in 
Africa has been described in the 
Lendéen Gazette which announec- 
ed awards for bravery. 

Foremost among the decorations 
was the Distinguished Service Or- 
awarded 2nd-Lieut, James 
Cochrane of the Queen's Own 
Cameron Highlanders who attack- 
ed and destroyed two machine 
guns single-handed during the ad- 
vance on Keren, Eritrea. He killed 
13 Italians and put their guns out 
of action with hand grenades. 


GREAT BRAVERY 

The Gazette said Lieut. Coch- 
rane was ordered to lead his pla- 
toon in the capture of a ridge 
which would provide suitable ob- 
servation posts for artiliery for- 
ward observing officers. Although 
the hill was held by strong Italian 
and native troops the platoon cap- 
tured the objective and held the 
position in the face of strong coun- 
ter attacks and heavy bombard- 
ment by mountain artillery . until 
reinforcements arrived. 

A bar to the military Cross was 
awarded Lieut. Charles Liewellen 
of the Royal Armored Corps (Hus- 
sars) who led a bold tank attack 
on the western exits of Fort Cap- 
uzzo under short range fire from 
heavy machine guns, anti-tank 
guns and field guns. During the 
assault the guns of his tank became 
jammed and he was unable to re- 
turn the enemy's fire, but his dar- 
ing enabled his troop to harass the 
enemy's position, 

LEADS MANY ATTACKS 

The attack was one of many Lt. 
Llewellen led in the western desert 
fighting. Previously, while pairol- 
ling a road north of Capuzzo he 
drove off three German cars hind- 
ering the withdrawal of an import- 
ant outpost and later when two 
armored cars and a truck’ load of 
German infantry pierced a British 
position, he moved his lumbering 
tank around their flank and forced 
them to withdraw, 

L. Cpl. Stanley Gray, of the 
Queen's Own Cameron Highland- 
ers, Major Dennis Reid, of 
the Sth Mahratta Light Infantry, 
were decorated with the Distin- 
guished Conduct Medal and Bar 
to the D.S.0., respectively, for 
bravery in actions around Keren. 

The official announcement said 
Gray showed “courage, leadership 
and powers of endurance” when his 
company was ordered to capture 
and hold a position at any cost. His 
section suffered serious losses, but 
attained its objective and held on 
for more than 24 hours despite vio- 
lent coumter attacks which ulti- 
mately destroyed the whole “ec- 
tion except Gray. After the enemy 
retired to reform their lines Gray 
returned to battalion headquarters 
with valuable information and 
brought up reinforcements. 
OFFICER'S INITIATIVE 
Major Reid's initiative was partly 
responsible for the British victory 
at Keren, the Gazette said. He led 
his battalion against three fortified 
positions and although the unit lost 
all British officers and the Major 
|himself suffered a wound in the 
arm he refused to leave the battle- 
ground unti] the assaults had been 
completely successful.

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Germans Revamp 
Campaign Plans 
Against Russia 


BERNE, Aug. 9—(AP)—Inform- 
ation reaching Berne from foreign 
military quarters in Berlin ine 
dicated today the German high 
command was ferced to revamp 
its Russian campsign te a leng- 
term basis July 15 when it became 
evident that bdiitskrieg plans 
would fail. 

This information was that Gere 
many originally had planned to 
occupy the Ukraine and take Lenin- 
grad within three weeks, then seize 
Moscow and reach Astrakhan, on 
the Caspian sea 1,700 miles east of 
Berlin, by the end of August.

sources said. If the Russian army 
is still in existence the Germans 
would pursue it toward the Ural 
mountains and then settle down on 
a defensive line. : 

According to the reported pian, 
the defensive line would extend 
from Lake Ladoga to the Volga 
river east of Leningrad and Mos- 
cow, continuing on the west bank 
of the Volga to Astrakhan. The 
Rumanian and Hungarian armies 
would be expected to help the 
Germans hold the line. 

The information gave this picture 
of the strategy from that point on: 

“In October Turkey would be 
asked for free passage of German 
troops for a campaign against Brit- 
ish forces in the middle east. 


WINTER CAMPAIGN 

Japan would attack Russia in the 
Lake Baikal region of eastern 
Siberia if the United States inter- 
vened actively on the Soviet side. 

During the winter the Nazi air 
force would concentrate on destruc- 
tion of Russian industrial centres 

between Moscow, and the Urals. 

A stock of 5,000,000 fur coats to 
clothe German troops during the 

winter already has been collected. 

If the Russian and middle east 
campaigns are successful the spring 

offensive might develop in either of 
two ways. German troops might try 
to reach Chinese Turkestan to join 
with Japanese troops driving west 
or pass through Afghanistan toward 
India while the Japanese launched 
an offensive from Indo-Ching on 
Burma and then on India. 

If the Russians collapse or if the 
Germans succeed in establishing a 
strong defensive line, Germany 
would make a peace offér to Britain 
and the United States. Should peace 
be rejected and the middle east of- 
fensive fail, Germany might attempt 
an invasion of Britain, 

Meanwhile, pressure would be 
exerted on France, Spain and 

Portugal for German occupation 
of Dakar and the Azores to unify 
the continent against Britain.

-The poem goes on to speak of the 
birds singing blithely in the ruins, 
and so in the midst of war “there 
still may be peace in the soul.” 
COMMON CAUSE 

“Common cause makes comrades 
of us all." That line has in it the 
keynote of British strength. Hitler's 
strategy’ to confuse, then divide, 
then conquer, did not get to first 
base with the. British, and for that 
clarity of mind in the common 
people as well as in their leaders, 
we. should thank God daily, The 
British, like Atlas, are holding the 
world on their shoulders. | 

I have before me a list of the 
churches destroyed in London by 
Nazi bombs. It is a long lst, and 
in-this connection it is interesting 
to read what one of the great Ger- 
man philosophers wrote a hundred 
years ago on the German attitude 
to Christianity. Here is the quota- 
tion from Heinrich Heine's “His- 
tory of Philosophy in Germany”: 

“The Germans have an eagerness 
for battle, . .. Christianity subdued 
to a certain-extent the brutal war- 
rior-ardor of the Germans, but 
could not entirely quench it. and 
when the Cross falls to pieces there 
will break forth that frantic rage 
whereof the northern poets have 
sung so much. ...-. Thor ‘with his 
giant hammer will rise again and 
pd eigh shatter the Gothic cathe- 

rals.” 


WRITE KNIGHT 

So there it is written a hundred 
years ago. Christianity with its 
doctrine of brotherly love, charity 
and justice, has no place in the 
heart of the Nazis, even though 
Hitler was ready on June 22 to pro- 
claim himself the White knight of 
Christendom ‘who would wage war 
on Godless Russia! But that bit of 
strategy fooled. no. one. 

What has happened to German 
character is. not hard to under- 
stand if we remember that it is 
easier to slip back into barbarism 
than to go forward to a higher 
civilization. When Germany be- 
gan to attack the Christian church 
there was set up what they called 
the “German Faith Movement” 
whose pfoclamation began with 
these words, “The Cross must fal] 
to make Germany live. The Chris- 
tian religion must be destroyed. 
Jesus is the enemy of all Germany. 
Adolf, Hitler is the true Holy 
Ghost.” Pastor Neimoller protested 
these blasphemies and was sent to 
a concentration camp with many 
others. There were many Chris- 
tians in Germany then, many of 
whom are now dead or in prison 
or gagged into silence. Bu! the 
flame of truth lives on, even in 
contentration camps. 

The battle which Britain and her 
allies, with’ the magnificent help of 
the United States, is waging 80 
heroically is for the very soul of 
mankind. In the last 75. years Ger- 
many -has plunged: the. world into 
wer many times. They believe 
that war is the highest human ex- 
perience, that it is not only heroic 
and romantic, but creative, and each 
time they have gone to war with the 
same cry that they, the superior 
race, must have living space. And 
by that they do not merely mean 
room, but domination as well. Are 
we going to Jet them do it again in 
another quarter of a century? That 
is a question that many people are 
pondering. 

FAMILY OF NATIONS 

When the wer is over and won 
we will be faced with the problem 
of what to do with Germany. 
Among our own people we will 
have two types of -mind. to deal 
with, the too-hard and the too-soft, 
The too-hard, will want to. exter- 
minate all Germans, remembering 
their dealing with the conquered 

les. The too-soft will. talk. of 
the German arts and sciences, their 
medicine, music and philosophy. ! 
believe we will have but one mind 
in the matter of the leaders—for 
them there will be no villa on the 
falapd of St. Helens, no pesceful 
woodgile at Doorn. But J am think-

ing of the German people and I 
we can get them back into the fa- 
mily of nations, 

I wish everyone would read 
“Reaching For the Stars,” by Nora 
Waln, and all of Rauschning’s 
books, as wel) as “Berlin Diary” by 
William L. Shirer. These give a 
picture of the hopeless confusion 
into. which the German nation has 
fallen and the strange absence of a 
moral sense which we have been 
accustomed to connect with all 
humanity. The Germans now are 
said to be apathetic, listless and de- 
pressed, fearful of defeat, knowing 
that they have incurred the hatred 
of all their neighbors. What have 
we to give this deceived and de- 
graded nation, who have lost not 
only their sense of direction, but) 
control of their children and the | 
ordering of their own lives? 
SPIRIT OF REVENGE 

The spirit of revenge would-re- 
ply: “Let us give them their own | 
medicine, fire and sword and con-' 
centration camps, robbery and pill- | 
age; let us heat the furnace seven | 
times hotter. That's the only thing) 
they will undersignd.” 

Christ came to a world as wicked 
and cfuel as Nazi Germany is to- 
day. He was one young man, a cat- 
penter by trade without money or 
influence, born in a despised little 
village; one young man with an 
idea, and not a popular idea either. 
The people of His time, like the 
Germans, believed in blood and 
iron; their own iron and other 
nation’s blood, and yet this one 
young man put His mark on that 
generation. The common péople 
heard him: gladly. He fed the hun- 
gry, healed the sick, and taught all 
of them, and though there was no 
record kept of His sayings except 
in the hearts of his followers, His 
words are better known today than 
they were on the day of their utter- 
ance. His words. His ways, His 
teachings, are the hope of Nazi Ger- 
many today just as they are our 
hope. No other system of philosophy 
or reasoning has the power to 
change -hearts, and hearts must be 
changed if the world is ever to have 
peace, and human beings liberty. 
Improvement is not enough, we 
must have redemption. 


FALSE GODS 

The Germans must throw away 
their false gods and their false book 
of rules. The stony heart must be 
replaced by the heart of flesh. But 
how are we gcing to begin? Any 
army of occupation will have to 
take charge in Germany, but not 


——— 


just a force of armed men. Not that 
alone, but everyone of them must 
be a missionary. We have great 
spiritual forces in the democratic 
countries. great men and women 
who know and practise the presence 
of: God, who know the creative 
power of God. We must send our 
best. 

I know a religious faith cannot 
be forced on people. that has been 
tried and proven a failure. But 
Christianity can be - demonstrated. 
It is something which can be taught, 
one from the other. 

I quote again from Father An- 
drew’s prologue: 


“To wage ° 
A spiritual. war with fears and 
frowns, 

To break the rule of mad material 
men; . 
Restore to love and liberty their 

crowns 
And bring all banished Beauty 
back again.” 


This is victory.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


Some of my oldtime readers con- 
tinue to send me queries even after 
they move out of the territory 
serviced by this paper. It's always 
nice to welcome them back from 
far-distant places and to know that 
while they were gone they missed 
the column. 

Mrs. J. K, A. writes that she is 
happy she is living where she can 
read the column again, and she 
wants me to know how often she 
has depended upon it for advice. 

“You stated, not so long ago,” she 
writes, “that you seldom hear from 
mothers whose children eat well. 
I have four youngsters and they are 
all good eaters, In fact, at times it 
is hard to provide enough food for 
the family. Our income is low and 
80 we have to stress plain but 
nourishing foods. We have cereal 
and milk. artificial butter, fortified 
with vitamin A, vegetables and 
fruits, milk puddings, macaroni and 
tice and dry beans, 

“I have read somewhere that 
children should have more alkaline 
foods when they have colds. I have 
some friends who tell me that dried 
beans are gOod at this time because 
they are alkaline. Others say such 
acids as tomatoes and buttermilk 
are good, too. How can you reconcile 
these two? 

“I make an extra effort to give 
codliver oi] to my children and 
while I know you can't advise 
specific brands, how can a mother 
tell whether a codliver oil is good 
or not?” 

Your children eat well because 
food is precious and not plentiful. 

There is a general misconception 
about what are acid and alkaline 
foods, chiefly because some foods 
which are acid before digestion are 
alkaline afterwards, and 80 go to 
cOntribute to the alkalinity of the 
body. The apparently bland foods, 
such as navy beans, are in fact 
acid-ash foods after digestion, and 
increase the acidity of the body. 

The home remedies for a cold 
consist of increasing the liquid foods 


and stressing the alkaline ones. For | 


your benefit I am including a small 
list of alkaline ash and acid ash 
foods, 

Alkaline ash foods: Green beans 
(not navy beans). beets, carrots, 
celery, cauliflower, potatoes, ba-

Tt! expression “Garden City” has 
captured the imagination and 1 
{s loosely applied to various types of 
settlement. There are three principal 
types which may be definitely dis- 
tinguished the one from the other. 
1, The Garden City. 2, The Satellite 
Town. 3, The Garden Suburb, 

The idea of a Garden City was 
originated by Ebenezer Howard, a 
London merchant, who, about the 
year 1898, published a little work 
called “Tomorrow”, Later, he re- 
published this under the title, “The 
Garden City.” Howard is the pro- 


phet and fore-runner of the New | 


Town Planning. A prophet seldom 
sees his prophecies fulfill them- 
selves, but Howard hiinself created 
the beginning of the new era which 
he foresaw. “Town and country 
must be married,” he says, “and out 
of this new union will spring a new 
hope, a new life, a new civilization.” 
Howard's ideal town was nota 
mere suburb, It was a complete 
social unit, related to all other social 
units. It was a place for work as 
well as ‘for residence. It was not to 
be dominated bv the idea of work 
or any other special phase of life, 
but to be a place for healthy living, 
nourishing all good human aims and 
ends. 

After preaching his gospel for 
some years, he succeeded in or- 
ganizing a joint-stock company 
called the First Garden City Ltd. 
which in 1903 founded the town of 
Letchworth in Hertfordshire, 
England, 32 miles from London. 
The company purchased about six 
square miles of land at a point in 
the country served by two exist- 
ing lines of railway. They laid out 
a town plan with a suitable dis- 
tribution of commercial, industrial 
and residential districts, began 
making streets, installed water

RADICALLY DIFFERENT 

The satellite town is radically dif- 
ferent from the Garden City. As its 
Name implies, it is related to a 
larger city as a satellite to a planet. 
It is not a complete social unit in 
itself. It is essentially a residential 
place in the country from which 
commuters go to work in the 
neighboring city, The garden suburb 
is the same sort of thing but is close- 
ly attached to the city of which it 
is a residentia] district. In both 
cases it is understood that a very 
open lay-out is provided for grass, 
trees and public and private gar- 
dens. In England there are’ many 
fine garden suburbs of which the 
so-called Hampstead Garden City 
and Golder’s Green on the north of 
London are widely known, 

In the United States, on the other 
hand, there has recently been much 
laying out of satellite towns. 
Ebenezer Howard's idea of limiting 
the size of the town and of preserv- 
ing around it a permanent agricul- 
tural region is adopted in all the 
better examples. This type has come 
to be known there as the “greenbelt 
town” from one of the most success 
ful, Greenbelt, in Maryland, twelve 
miles from the centre of the city of 
Washington. The procedure at 
Greenbelt was, to purchase a large 
area of land, to lay out the town, to 
build 1.300 dwellings, increasing this 
later to 3,000, with 5,000 as the 
ultimate aim. These are low rental 
houses for families who can earn 
from $1,000 to $2,000 a year Rentals 
are on the basis of one-fifth of the 
family income, that is, from $16.00 
to $33.35 per month, The federal 
authorities, who carry out the 
scheme, manage the affairs of the 
town until it shall be able to man- 
age them for itself under a town 
council, Strict control is preserved 
over the properties.
